Many  fled  to  Jena 
to  protest  against  this  injustice,  while  others  showed  their  support 
by  hanging  flyers  and  wearing  black  shirts. 

The  28  year  old  actor  was  found  dead  in 
his  New  York  City  apartment  on  January  22,  2008.  Ledger  was 
most  famously  recognized  for  starring  in  “Brokeback  Mountain” 
and  played  the  part  of  the  Joker  in  “The  Dark  Knight”,  which  was 
released  later  this  year.

The  2007-2008  Crusader  marked  the  43rd  volume 
at  Althoff.  The  Crusader  was  published  by  Taylor 
Publishing  Company.  It  is  the  fourth  completely  four- 
color,  all  digital  book  in  Althoff  history. 

The  co-editors-in-chief  developed  the  theme  of  the 
2007-2008  book,  “Connect  the  Dots,"  with  the 
assistance  of  the  other  staff  members.  The  theme  was 
developed  during  a  camp  held  at  Althoff.  The  theme  is 
meant  to  be  a  playful  reminder  of  our  childhood  while 
also  providing  reason  to  examine  friendships  and 
connections  from  the  past,  present,  and  future. 

The  2007-2008  Crusader  was  a  Smyth-sewn  book, 
backed  with  I  20  point  binder  s  board.  The  cover  is  a 
lithocote  lamination  with  a  matte  finish.  The  endsheets 
are  printed  on  on  rainbow  stock  paper  and  the  design 
was  developed  by  Grace  and  Gabrielle.  The  final 
publishing  was  produced  by  the  combined  efforts  of 
206  two  advisors,  30  staff  members,  and  the  assistance  of 
Stacey  Sisk,  and  the  Technical  Staff  of  Taylor  Publishing 

•  Company. 

Crafty  Eye  Photography  took  all  portraits,  and 
athletic  team  pictures,  as  well  as  some  candid  shots. 

•  They  also  provided  scanning  services  for  our  senior  ad 
photographs.  The  year-in-review  pictures  were 
provided  by  UPI  and  girls  soccer  pictures  were  available 
courtesy  of  the  Belleville  News  Democrat.  The 
yearbook  staff  shot  photos  using  a  Camedia  C-5050 
Zoom  and  a  Connon  EOSD60  digital  camera.  The  staff 
scanned  hardcopy  photographs  with  a  UMAX  Astra 

6 1  OP  Scanner.  Seven  Nobilis  computers,  Taylor's 
EliteVision  program,  and  Adobe  Photoshop7.0  were 
used  to  create  the  208  page  book  printed  on  100  lb. 
dull  enamel  paper.  The  books  were  sold  over  an  eight 
month  period  priced  between  $45  and  $55  ,  with  an 
optional  name  engraving  for  an  additional  cost.  425 
copies  of  the  43rd  volume  of  the  Crusader  were 
printed.  Senior  ads  contributed  approximately  $6,075, 
and  business  ads  contributed  approximately  $2, 1 75 
towards  the  $38,000  operating  budget  for  the 
yearbook.
